London, Oct. 25.— The Bulgarians 
announce they have reached Uskup. 
an important junction on the Ssloni- 
ki-Nish railwav, thus placing them- 
selves across the route by which the 
allies' reinforcements for the Serbs- 
would travel. The Austro Germans 
in the north have begun a more vig- 
orous offensive and have crossed the 
Danube near Orsova. This bring? 
much nearer the linking up of the 
armies of the Germanic allies, and 
those of Bulgaria and the opening of 
the way through Bulgaria to Con- 
stantinople. 

Success is not beinp achieved with- 
out heavy losses, as the Serbian vet- 
erans, well entrenched in their 
mountains, are offering stubborn re- 
sistance, and are making the invad- 
ers pay a big price for every mile of 
country invaded. 

French troops are fighting b side 
the Serbs in the southeastern region, 
and reports from Athens say that 
other steps are being taken by the 
allies to help their small partner. 
Additional troops are being landed 
at Saloniki; Bulgarian ports in the 
Aegean and Black sea are being bom- 
barded, and it is believed that men 
and munitions will be sent*to Serbia 
by still another route. Without the 
active co-operation of Greece and 
Rumania, however, the allies, it is 
feared, cannot do much for some 
weeks. 

LANDING OF RUSSIANS. 
Russian 'troops landed at Dome- 
ness, Courland. according to Berlin, 
have re-embarked. If that is so. it 
is probable the landing was intended 
as a diversion, in the hope of draw- 
ing German troop) from the Riga 
and Dvink regions, where very heavy 
fighting is still in progress. 

Except for a few attacks by the 
Germans, fighting in the we6t has 
consisted for the most part of artille- 
ry engagements and some exciting 
air contests, 
A British submarine operating near 
Libau attacked and sunk a German 
cruiser of the Prince Adelbert class, 
according to official announcement.

QUICK CHANGES OF LEVEL 

Lake in Eastern Washington That 
Causes Trouble to th« Residents 
Along Its Borders. 

A stihsrrihor who wan interested in 
the Companion's account of "a lake 
in Italy that rises and falls in a «in- 
gulnr and unceplained way has sent 
us some c«|iially slrnnfje facts about 
a lake in eastern Washington. The 
town of Kahlohis is built on the 
shores of the lake, and since it was 
once nearly submerged by one of the 
lake's sudden changes in level, a dike 
ten or twelve feet high has been built 
to protect the houses against another 
catastrophe. 

The lake is normally a quarter of 
a mile wide and a mile and a half 
long, but at times the water falls so 
far that the lake is hardly 150 yards 
wide. The fall is always sudden, 
and so is the rise that eventually fol- 
lows. Only one small stre^-i i 3 ten I 
the lake, and there is no visible out- 
let, "but the water is always fresh, j 
When the railway was built through 
Knhlotus the workmen tried to carry 
the tracks nrross the lake on an em- 
bankment, but the sand was swal- 
lowed up almost as fast as it was 
poured in. A ditch was then dug to 
carry off the water through a tunnel 
into a nearby canyon. Half way 
through the tunnel the water found 
a crevice and disappeared into the 
earth. Where it comes to the surface 
again no one knows. 

Our correspondent adds that on a 
ranch near the town of Kahlotus 
there is a deep well, the water of 
which at intervals of about two 
weeks rushes up geyserlike to a 
height of several feet above the 
ground.— Youth's Companion.

ST. PETER THE FlflST POPE 

Traditions of the Roman Catholic 
Church So Record— Title Once 
Givsn to All Bishops. 

i 

According* fh tin- tmdition of the 
Roman Catholic clmreh. St. PuteT 
wn* the founder of the church and 
its first pope. Hoth the eccle^iasticiil 
and the temperal authority formerly 
exercised and still . claimed by the 
jmpes of Rome are held to be of di- 
vine appointment, and to hare Ucri 
handed down in unbroken continuity 
from apostolic times to the present 
age. Peter the apostle, it is asserted 
was indicated by Christ himself as 
superior to the rest of the twelve 
in the faith and spiritual discern- 
ment, ami as the one of the number 
whom it was his design to invest 
with special pre-eminence. In con- 
formity with the design, Peter, ac- 
companied bv Paul, is said to have 
gone to Rome after Christ's death, 
and founded a church, over which he 
presided as its bishop for 2 5 year* 1 - 
from 41 A. D. to 67 A. D. — eventu- 
ally suffering martyrdom in the sume 
year and on the same day as 8t. 
Paul, in the persecution under Nero. 
The title "pope" was at one time 
given to all bishops. It was first 
adapted to Hyginus in 139 A. D.; 
and in 606 Boniface III induced 
Phocas, emperor of the East, to con- 
fine it to the prelates of Rome. A list 
compiled from the registers of the 
Homan church gives names of 264 
pontiffs. r

CALVES INTENDED FOR BEEF 



Necessary to Give Young Animals 
Grain While on Milk Diet— First 
Winter of Importance. 

When you aro feeding calves In- 
tended for beef animals you have two 
methods which may be followed. You 
can let the calf run with the cow or 
you can remove the calf and feed him 
skim milk and grains instead of giving 
him the whole milk, writes L. Hunt of 
Kansas In Farm Progress. In these 
days of dairying the calf that la not 
realed Is likely to become a skim milk 
ealf. The youngster that runs with his 
mother usually ends his first summer 
la excellent flesh, while the skim milk 
calf Is not i ; plump, but usually has a 
larger frame.' 

If you are going to make beef out of 
either of these calves it Is necessary to 
give them grain while on a nrilk diet. 
If it la plain that they need this extra 
ration. In handling the skim milk calf 
give him a little oil meal while the 
change from the whole to the aklm 
milk is under way and keep It up as he 
grows older and bigger. Keep htm on 
the pasture and at the same time keep 
up the feed of skim milk and oil meal

twice dairy, and along with this there 
\ ought to he somH cracked com, bran 
and ground oats. 

There Is not much use In feeding the 
calf that la running with the cow. If 
on the pasture he is getting about all 
that he needs. Aa a general thing It 
^■rill pay, though, to teach him to eat, 
for he will have to go through the 
weaning period. If fed cracked grains 
and kept on a good pasture the calf 
will learn to eat before weaning time 
and will not lose much flesh when sep- 
arated from the cow. 

The first winter Is an Important 
period to the calf that la being grown 
as a beef animal. The calf will have 
to be given abelter that Is more com- 
fortable than the open Bheds that are 
being provided nowadays for the big 
steers. The rations ought to be such 
as to keep up a rajUd growth if these 
calve* are to be made Into "baby beef." 
Steers sold somewhere under eighteen 
months of age are rated as "baby

The department of agricultural 
chemistry or the experiment station 
and college or agriculture or Nebras- 
ka has been carrying on an extensive 
investigation during the last year on 
the chemistry or the processes which 
tske place during the ensiling or vari- 
ous green crops.

TO DESTROY UCE ON FOWLS 

Several Kinds of Powder Manufac- 
tured for Purpose— Whitewash 
Inside of Poultry House. 

There are several kinds of good pow 
ders manufactured and sold to kill ths 
lice in the plumage ot rowls 

The fowl to be treated should be 
held by the shanks, with its head 
down and the powder worked into Its 
plumage with the fingers until th* 
plumsge Is full of It. If applied when 
the fowls sre on the roost and thsy 
are carefully put back after being 
dusted, the powder will be more ef- 
fective. 

To get rid ot the little mites, all the 
roosU and near-by woodwork should 
be frequently dusted with lice killing 
powder. The Inside of the house 
should be cleaned and wbitewaabed. 
The fowls should be dusted with th* 
several times during the sum 
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selection and culling 
out processes with the early pullets, 
so that none but the very best of 
the batches will go into the laying 
bouse*. It Is often the case that pul-

field mice, under certain conditions, obtained, whole oats may be used, but 
may become extraordinarily abundant, they should be of good quality. A» 
and, as they are injurious to most 
crops, methods for controlling them 
are of Importance. Unfortunately 
most of their natural enemies are be- 
ing destroyed or driven away from the 
farms, so that these mice are becom- 
ing more and more of a serious pest. 

Altogether there are some fifty spe- 
cies of Held mice known to exist in 
the United States, but for the farmer 
who Is concerned only with getting 
rid of them there are only two classes 
— meadow mice and pine mice. The 
runs of meadow mice are mainly on 
the surface of the ground, under grass 
or some sheltering Utter. These runs 
lead to shallow burrows which serve 
as winter homes. In summer the mice 
use surface nests of dead grass. The 
young may be brought forth in either. 

Meadow mice destroy grass, cut 
down grain, clover and alfalfa, eat 
grain left standing in shocks, injure 
dowers and vegetables— in short, do 
barm In a hundred ways. In the lower 
Humboldt valley in Nevada in 1907- 
1908 they totally ruined 18,000 acres of 
alfalfa. Treea and shrubbery are also 
attacked and large nurseries of young 
apple trees have been known to have 
been almost wholly destroyed by the 
mice cutting through the berk at or be- ' 
low the surface of the ground 

When the mice completely girdle a 
-hrnb or young tree and eat through ■ 
the Inner layer of the bark, the action 



mice hull the oats before eating them. 
It is desirable to have the poison pene- 
trate the kernels. A very thin starch 
paste is recommended aaa medium for 
applying poison to the grain. Prepare 
as follows: 

Wet Grain Formula. 
Dissolve one ounce of strychnia 
sulphate In two quarts of boiling wa- 
ter Dissolve two tablespoonfuls of 
laundry starch In one-half pint of cold 
water. Add the starch to the strych 
nine solution and boil for a few min- 
utes until the starch Is clear. A little 
saccharine may be added If desired, 
but It la not essential. Pour the hot 
starch over one bushel of oats bs » 
metal tub and stir thoroughly. Let the 
grain stand overnight to absorb the 
poison. 

Distributing Poisoned Grain. 

The poisoned grain prepared by 
either of the above formulas is to be 
distributed over the infested area, not 
more than a teaspoonful at a place, 
care being taken to put It in mouse 
runs and at the entrances of burrows. 
Small drain tiles, IVi Inches In diame- 
ter, have sometimes been used to ad- 
vantage to hold poisoned grain, but 
old tin cans with the edges bent near- 
ly together will serve the Bame pur- 
pose.

covering of the wounds will usually 
save the tree. In any case of girdling, 
heaping up fresh soil about the trunk 
so as to cover the wounds and prevent 
evaporation is recommended as the 
simplest remedy. To save large, valu- 
able trees, however, bridge grafting is 
often resorted to. 

Pine mice ordinarily live In . the 
woods and are not, therefore, found on 
the open plafns, though they like land 
that Is not frequently cultivated. They 
tunnel their way from fence rows, 
badges and woods Into gardens and cul- 
tivated fields, where they live on 
seeds, roots and leaves. Like meadow 
mice, they also destroy fruit trees, 
particularly In upland orchards. 1 hey 
attack the trees below the surface, so 
that their work is frequently not re- 
vealed until the tree is dead. 

Means of Extermination. 
When the mice, both meadow and 
pine, are In small numbers, trapping 
Is probably the easiest method of get- 
ting rid of them. From 12 to 20 trape 
to an acre may often be set with ad- 
vantage In the mouse runs Where 
the mice are abundant or the areas 
large, poisoning is a quicki r im-uns of 
extermination. The following formulas 
are recommended in Fanners' Built tin 
giO of the United States department of 
agriculture:

CRUISERS OF T HE NAVIES 

Not Altogether Easy to Understand 
Why the Name Should Have 
Been Given Them. 

It is certainly strange that one 
particular class of ship should haw 
Mas) singled out for the title of 
"cruisers," more especially as the 
great majority of them have a much 
smaller cruising capacity than the 
majority of battleships. Our first 
ships to whic h the word was applied 
(the admiralty then spelt it with a 
"z") were the picturesque vessels of 
the old Aniphion class, launched in 
1SS3, and shortly after a clean HP < \> 
was made of the term "corvette." I n 
the steam era the word cruiser has 
become associated more particularly 
with speed, though there is no appar- 
ent connection. Many cruisers now- 
doing useful work are, too, consid- 
erably slower than modern battle- 
ships, while the 25-knnt Queen Eliz- 
abeths are nominally as fast as anil 
probably, in practice, faster than the 
battle cruisers of the Irn incible 
group. These "l.Vinch battleships" 
ought really to he grouped with llv 
battle cruisers, with which they have 
several points in common. — London

BLESSINGS ABUNDANT SAYS THANKSGIVING PROCLAMATION. 
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Washington, Oct. 21.— President 
Wilson in a proclamation designating 
Thursday, November 25, as Thanks- 
giving day, called attention to the 
fact that the United States has been 
at peace while most of Europe has 
been at war. 

"We have been able to assert our 
rights and the rights of mankind 
without breach of friendship with 
the great nations with whom we 
have had to deal." said the Presi- 
dent. The text follows: 

THE PROCLAMATION. 

"It has long been the honored 
custom cf our people to turn in 
the fruitful autumn of the year 
in praise and thanksgiving: to Al- 
mighty God for His many bless- 
ings and mercies to us as a na- 
tion. The year that is now 
drawing to a close since we last 
observed our day of national 
thanksgiving has been, while a 
year of discipline because of the 
mighty forces of war and of 
changes which have disturbed 
the world, also a year of special 
blessing for us. 

"Another year of peace has 
been vouchsafed us; another 
year in which not only to take 
thought of our duty to ourselves 
and to mankind, but also to ad- 
just ourselves to the many re- 
sponsibilities thrust upon us by 
a war which has involved almost 
the whole of Europe. 

"We have been able to assert 
our rights and the rights of man- 
kind without breach of friend- 
ship with the great nations with 
whom we have had to deal, and 
while we have asserted rights, 
we have been able also to per- 
form duties and exercise privil- 
eges of succor and helpfulness 
which should serve to demon- 
strate our desire to make the 
offices of friendship the means 
of truly disinterested and unsel- 
fish service. 

OUR SERVICE EXTENDED. 

"Our ability to serve all who 
could avail themselves of our 
services in the midst of crises 
has been increased, by a gracious 
f , by more and 



abundant crops; our ample finan- 
cial resources have enabled us to 
steady the markets of the world 
and facilitate necessary move- 
ment of commerce which the 
war might otherwise have ren- 
dered impossible; and our people 
have come more and more to a 
sober realization of the part they 
have been called upen to play in 
a time when all the world is 
shaken by unparalleled distresses 
and disasters. 

"The extraordinary circum- 
stances of such a time have done 
much to quicken our national 
conscientiousness and deepen and 
confirm our confidence in the 
principles of peace and freedom 
by which we have always sought 
to be guided. Out of darkness 
and perplexities have come firmer 
counsels of policy and clearer 
perceptions of the essential wel- 
fare of the nation. We have 
prospered while other peoples 
were at war, but our prosperity 
has been vouchsafed us, we be- 
lieve, that we might the better 
perform the functions which war 
rendered it impossible for them 
to perform. 

SHOULD RENDER THANKS. 

"Now, therefore, I, Woodrow 
Wilson, President of the United 
States of America, do hereby 
designate Thursday, the 25th of 
November next, as a day of 
thanksgiving and prayer, and in- 
vite the people throughout the 
land to cease from th ir wonted 
occupations and in their several 
homes and places of worship 
render thanks to Almighty God. 

"In -witness whereof I have 
hereunto set my hand and caused 
the seal of the United States to 
be affixed. 

"Done at the City of Washing- 
ton this 20th day of October, in 
the year or our Lord One Thou- 
sand, Nine Hundred and Fifteen, 
and of the Independence of the 
United States of America the 
One Hundred and Fortieth.
